probably Sept. 4, Gov. Philipp is

matters which should receive legis- 
lative attention. The reason for the 
calling of the special syssibri is to 
enact a bill for the education of sol- 
diers under a modified S. A. T. C, 
system as suggested by Senator Ray 
J. Nye at the regular session of the 
legislature. 


Three other propositions have 


been presented to the governor and 
much pressure is being entered to 
have him include these items in the 
call: 


(1) Amend the dog 'license law 


passed at the regular session of the 
legislature so that kennels of dogs 
will not be brought under the provi- 
sions of the measure. 


(2) An appropriation of $100,000 


for the erection of buildings at thi 
home for women at Taycheedah. 


(3) Amend the Blue sky law so 


that small banks and other financial 
institutions will be brought under 
the terms of the act.

Up On Mound By Cy Young 


Sergt. Crawley Wins 


Rifle Championship 


CALDWELL, N. J.—The Ameri- 


can Expeditionary Force team took 
first place and four other places in 
the first ten in the N-ational Indi- 
vidual match, completed at the navy 
rifle range here Tuesday. More than 
Infantry, third, 99-9691—28G. 
was shot at 200, 500 and 1,000 
yards.

887 games, win 508, lost 321 and 
show an average of twenty- three 
victories and fifteen defeats per sea- 
son? 
No—not another! But there 


is a right arm in the National league 
that is on Cy's track, that is motor- 
ing along without puffing ar.d with- 
out steaming, a right arm that is in 
its seventeenth consecutive season, 
and a right arm th'at is claimed by 
the owner to go over Cy Younff'5 
hurdle which stands supreme in the 
book of pitching. Leon K. Ames of 
the St Louis Nationals owns that 
arm. 


There is nothing mysterious about 


Ames' record as a major leaguer for 
seventeen years. 


He has lived a steady life, realiz- 


ing that physical condition counts as 
much as speed and curves. 


Ames handles his life as a pitcher 


with this: 


"I nod my head and sign when- 


ever I read of a pitcher who his 
been considered a regular in the ma- 
jors for two or three years receiving 
his release. 
He drifts to the min- 


ors, hangs around there for a few 
seasons and then drops out of sight 
It puzzles me. I wonder what hap- 
pened to that fellow. 
How did he 


come to lose his speed? 
What 


caused the curve to lose its break ? 


"They have not called me the 


speedy wizard of the hill. 
I don't 


see that my delivery is so different 
from other pitchers. Then, .why am 
I here for seventeen years? 


Take Slow Course in Spring; 
Don's Use Speed Too Early 


"I have not monkeyed with pecul- 


iar shoots. 
I let the other fellows 


handle the spitter, the licorice, the | 
fade-away, 
the 
knuckle ball ' and • 


those things. I started with a curve, 
speed, a change of pace and later ac- 
quired control. 


- "I take my time in the spring. I 
do not attempt to curve until I have 
pitched for ten days. 
Many pitch- 


ing arms have been ruined by try- 
ing to use too much in March. 


"Don't force yourself to pitch. 
"Don't force yourself to get speed 


or a curve, 


"If the arm is not moving without 


a hitch don't be afraid to tell the 
manager. 
Bemember other pitchers are on 


the club and you do not have to 
pitch every day;; 
"Don't get the idea that the mo- 


ment there is a streak of soreness 
you must visit the trainer and get a 
massage for half an hour. 


' "Take an easy rub and if there is 


a kink try to get rid of it by pitching 
slowly in practice. '

"And 'give, most of your time to

"Control is the main thing. 
I 


know it, because I was as wild as 
they made them when I joined the 
Giants. 
I bounded wild pitches off 


the shins of the catchers for years. 
I had the batters ducking and dodg- 
ing and I went out to get control — 
control which doesn't get you a 
strike with every pitch, though. 


"Pitching simply is a question of 


preventing the batter from getting 
a toe-hold on what you hand him. 


"If you can put it where you aim, 


then there is nothing more for me to 
tell you. 


"I disagree with some pitchers 


whose advice is to take it easy at 
times.' Never loaf, never give a 
batter a chance to hit one in the 
groove.

HE fact that there are still in the prisons of this country 
hundreds of men and women who were placed there because 


of their religious or political beliefs is a condition that is not 
pleasing to contemplate. 


It is a situation that is particularly .discreditable when we 


think that, although profiteering is a penitentiary offense in this 
country, not a single prisoner is peering through iron bars. 


That is a parallel in the operation of the law that is puzzling 


thousands of Americans today. Why does the law work so pre- 
cisely and quickly in the one case and why was it so palsied in 
the other. 


Why, for instance, were the representatives of the depart- 


ment of justice here in Madison so active in hounding the little 
fellow and why are they so anaemic and indifferent now in ful- 
filling their duty now that the big fellow ought to be prosecuted? 


Mr. District Attorney Wolfe,—the people are wondering 


why yon cannot devote a little of the energy that you possessed 
a year or so ago in going after the small fry in the prosecution 
of the big violators now. 


The New Republic in discussing the people who are still in 


prison for their beliefs has the following to say: 


The one and only ground on which a democracy 


'can conceivably imprison men because of their political 
or moral scruples is that of self-defense. It is arguable 
that in time of war, the example of the sincere con- 
scientious objector may prove infectious. 
But it is 


not necessary to argue it now. Grant that it was both 
wise and just to imprison men for their ideas during 
the war, there is not now one iota of excuse for con- 
tinuing to imprison them. What may conceivably have 
been a necessary and unpleasant precaution is degener- 
ating into nothing but the exercise of vengeance. 


These imprisoned men are no longer confined for 


the safety of the state, and there is no other excuse for 
refining them in a nation which pretends to be a de- 
mocracy. The moment they ceased to be what might 
possibly be described as a danger, it became sheer vin- 
dictiveness to hold them any longer. They should be 
released at once. Every man now in prison for speak- 
ing what he believed to be the truth, every man now in 
prison for conscientious obj ection, every man in other 
words who is not guilty of an actual crime against the 
state, should be set at liberty. The President has the 
power to declare political amnesty for all-political pris- 
oners, and he will exercise that power now if he is loyal 
to any of the ideals which he has professed to believe. 
The decision is entirely-in the President's hands, and we 
trust that no casuistry will be evoked by which the lib- 
erty of men who have suffered for their ideas is made 
contingent upon some technicality like the ratification 
of the treaty or formal demobilization. 


Only the most extraordinary emergency can pos- 


sibly justify political imprisonment in a democracy. 
The emergency is past, if it 3s safe to trade with Ger- 
many; if it is safe to send drummers into Germany, 
it is surely safe to put at liberty men whose only of- 
fense is that they served their God or their conscience 
as seemed right to them. For that it may have been 
necessary to isolate them and even to terrorize them 
during the war so that their example should not be fol- 
lowed too widely. But on no theory consistent with 
any American ideal should a,precaution incidental to 
war be continued as punishment in time of peace.

The Methodist church in Wiscon- 


sin has a history of less than one 
lundred years, but in that time 
rreat progress has been made a:- 
cording to the reports of churches 
and membership made at the church 
conferences held during 
the sum- 


mer of this year. Records of the 
church compiled by George H. Wil- 
lett, for a thesis at the University 
of Wisconsin show that the 
first 


knowledge of 
Methodism in Wis- 


consin is in the year 1888. At that 
time the territory of un-named Wis- 
consin and Illinois was in the San- 
gamon district under the noted pre- 
siding elder, Peter Cartwright. The 
records of the Illinois conferences 
for 1324, show that John Drew was 
that year appointed as pastor of the 
"Galena district"'with headquarters 
at • Galena, then the 
metropolis of 


the land district. 
Galena is only a 


few miles from the Wisconsin boun- 
dary and there is good reason to 
ihink that John Drew preached in 
'.he lead mining district near Platte- 
ville, and was hence the first metho- 
dist preacher in Wisconsin. 


The records of the 
church 
at 


Platteville show that Rev. Smith L. 
Robison, preached - at 
Plattevilla 


during the years 1830-1831. The 
meetings were held in the log court 
room of Major J. H. Roundtree, who 
had come to Platteville in 1828. At 
the end of the year 1833, 
Major 


Roundtree, having built a new court 
house, donated the old building to 
tbe Methodist society and it -was 
formerly dedicated as a Methodist 
church. This was one of She first 
Methodist Episcopal 
organizations 


and honse of worship in what is now 
Wisconsin. At Green Bay the- Meth- 
dist Episcopal church was founded 
in 1889. It is recorded in somb of 
the old .records at Ft. Howard, that 
as early as 1S26, Col. Sam L'Ryan, 
a devout Methodist, was preaching 
to the soldiers, though it is not 
known that'-he effected any organi- 
zation- 
..' '. 


Work of Rer. B rumen 


In 1833 there came t<? Wisconsin 


Rev. Alfred Brunsen, -who hms left 
an indelible impression in the rec- 
ords of the pioneer statet He la- 
bored in the vicinity of Prairie du 
Chien, 


The strength of the 
Methodist 


church in the lead'district in south- 
ern Wisconsin from 1830 on, was 
due to the influx of a great number, 
of Cornish 
miners. 
The Cornish 


were nearly all Methodists. In the 
founders of nearly all of the Metho. 
dist churches of that region will be 
found a list of Cornish names. .The 
minutes of the 
conferences 'show 


that after 1835 the growth of the 
Methodist church in all parts of the 
state was rapid. 
- . 
From its inception the Methodist 


church conference records show thnt 
the church was interested- in ques- 
tions of slavery, temperance and 
jducation. 
"In the minutes of.all the meet- 


ngs of the. Wisconsin and west Wis- 
onsin conferences, 
until slavery 


was abolished, • we read bitter de- 
lunciations- of the 
institution ,of 


Savory ," says Mir. Willett in his 
hesis. "Temperance reform has al- 
vays been a prominent field of work 
•.mong Wisconsin Methodists. It is 
evident that lie primary' interest of 


the early Wisconsin Methodist in 
education was to see that the edu- 
cation 'of the young, religion and 
morality, was not neglected." 


In the year 1837 a two story 


church building was erected

Platteville and the first story was

Founding of Lawrence 
"In 1846 the first move was made 


towards the establishment of an in- 
stitution of higher learning," says 
Mr. Willett.

A. Lawrence of Boston, Mass., mat'e 
a proposition to Rev. William Samp- 
son, presiding elder of the Fond du 
Lac district of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, stating that he would 
give 510,000 towards the establish- 
ment 
of a literary institution in 


Wisconsin, if a similar sum couM 
be raised within the territory.

further stated that no sectarian in- 
struction should ever be 
giver, by 


the institution to_ be founded; that 
at least .a minority of the trustee?

Though Madison appears in the

was'preached by Rev. Salmon Steb- 
bins, in September, -1837. Rev. S. 
Pillsbnry preached 
occasionally in 


Madison in 1838. In 1840, Alfre-1 
Brunsen was elected a member of 
the territorial legislature. While 
attending the session he did much 
preaching, reorganized the 'class,. 


administering the sacraments in the 
capitol building. It was not until

The earliest Methodists did -not 


like church choirs and abhorred p 
renting. In 1846 Presiding 
Elder 


John Mitchell was fighting these 
"evils" in the Clark street church in 
Chicago. The first official sanction 
of choirs and organs will be found 
in the report of the committee on 
music of the 
West Wisconsin con- 


ference in 1865; it recommends the 
use of melodians or organs and "de- 
plores the sneers of some Metho- 
dists at these things." 


Fads in fashions were also frown- 


ed upon by the early church. From 
the ar.nals of the Methodist church 
of Green Bay, for the year 1837, is 
found evidence of a furor in th; 
church occasioned by the fact that a 
recent woman convert had been to 
Detroit and returned, with-a- "b,ot- 
nett" made in the world's fashio.i, 
which she wore at the meeting. The 
good sister * was reproved and re- 
pented of her sin. 
Since the civil 


war the attitude of the church has 
been somewhat more lienient on 
these matters of dress and deport- 
ment.
